A friend has kindly placed at our, 

disposal..a. letter. from Gol. T. ©, 
Frocnnoy, proininent*and enter- 
prising planter, onthe Arkansas river, 
from which we make the following 
extract: “*On this river, from Pine 
‘ Biuff to the mouth, at least twenty- 
“five per cent. of the labor left the 
“river last winter, and in addition to 
“this nearly all the women who 
“worked here last year haye quit. On 
‘this place last season 1 employed 
‘one hundred and twenty-five hands, 
“tifty or more of whom were women. 
“This year, although the same wo- 
“anen remain on the place, but ten or 
“eleven work, and | havea larger 
‘ner centage of women at work than 
‘Sany other planter I knaw of. That 
“clement of labor in cotton produc- 
‘tion is no more too be depended on. 
“If we propose to keep up .the stan- 
“dard of production—to work our 
‘‘plantations to anything like their 
capacity—a remedy must be applied 
“and the application must be prompt. 
“That remedy in my opinion, is to 
“introduce other labor, and that 
“other labor must be the Chinese. 
you any informotion 
‘fas to when the Chinamen on the 
‘* Pacific road will be discharged, and 
“doyou think there would be any 
“chance for me to obtain two hun- 
“dred or more?” It is probable that 
Col. FLOURNOY. gives not only the 
experience’ of his own district, but 
that of every other part of the South- 
ern States. ‘* More labor and better 
labor’’ is the cry from the whole 
farming community. Mr. Dickson, 
the great Georgia planter, gave his 
experience in the Cultivator some 
months since to the effect that by the 
use of thirty dollars’ worth of manure 
to the acre, he had been able to pro- 
duce ten bales of cotton on four acres 
of land, and by asmaller expenditure, 
did last year produce thirty-two bales 
of cotton from twenty acres. Yet, 
when he came to show the. balance- 
sheet for his whole place he had made 
but little. A large amount of cotton 
rotted in the field, and his losses in 
stock killed and disabled by vicious 
or inattentive negroes, coupled with 
sloyenly culture of the crops, quite 
equalled the good effects of his fér- 
tilizers.

I was fully prepared for this result 
knowing that capitalists are slow to lend 
their money without tangible sccurily, 
either to individuals orcorporations who, 
to meet a pressing indebtedness, are not 
willing to sell property for which its full 
value is offered, and which ¢an, without 
inconvenience, be dispensed with. 

The two alternatives of levying a special 
tax or selling the stocks are alone left, 
and if the special tax is resorted to, which, 
in my opinion, ought not to be done in any 
event, it cannot be done in time to save 
our credit, hence asale of the stock is as 
imperatively demanded as ever, 

he importance of paying this interest 
is so urgent, and the ease and propriety 
with which it can be paid by the sale of 
this stock, is so apparent to my mind,
